1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 - 4 are allowed based on the follow reasons: 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest alone or in combination as claimed a difference 
between the floor reaction force moment horizontal component M2(t) generated at the time t on 
the second dynamic model by the provisional motion and the floor reaction force moment 
horizontal component Ml(t) generated at the time t on the first dynamic model by the provisional 
motion (M2(t)-Ml(t)) is defined as a floor reaction force moment horizontal component error 
Merr(t), and a difference between the translational floor reaction force horizontal component 
F2(t) generated at the time t on the second dynamic model by the provisional motion and the 
translational floor reaction force horizontal component Fl(t) generated at the time t on the first 
dynamic model by the provisional motion (F2(t)-Fl(t)) is defined as a translational floor reaction 
force horizontal component error Ferr(t), then the provisional motion correcting means corrects 
an instantaneous value of the provisional motion at the time t such that a value obtained by 
adding either the floor reaction force moment horizontal component error Merr(t) or a first floor 
reaction force correction amount determined on the basis of at least the floor reaction force 
moment horizontal component error Merr(t) to the floor reaction force moment horizontal 
component generated at the time t on the first dynamic model by a motion obtained by correcting 
the provisional motion agrees with the desired value at the time t, and a value obtained by adding 
either the translational floor reaction force horizontal component error Ferr(t) or a second floor 
reaction force correction amount determined on the basis of at least the translational floor 
reaction force horizontal component error Ferr(t) to a translational floor reaction force horizontal 
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component generated at the time t on the first dynamic model by a motion obtained by correcting 
the provisional motion satisfies the permissible range at the time t.
